SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Hawk December2000 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine is deemed objectionable because it tends to promote and support the 
exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. The effect is cumulative. The 
magazine's main content is explicit photographs of naked females displaying their 
bodies, and particularly their genitals, for reader titillation and sexual stimulation. 

There is a pervasive and consistent construction of the females depicted as sexually 
innocent "young girls", who are at the same time eager for sex. Some of the females 
have the appearance of teenage girls, and are readily interpreted as girls rather than 
as women. 

The provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) have been 
taken into account in determining this classification. As the publication falls under s3(2) 
of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993, it is deemed to be 
objectionable. A classification of "objectionable" places a limit on the right to freedom 
of expression as set out in si4 of the NZBR Act. However, in relation to this 
publication, the classification is considered to be a reasonable limit prescribed by law 
that can be demonstrably justified in a free and democratic society. 
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
